Rev. HENRY CRELLIN was born in PhilaRelphia, P.a., March 10th, Died near Mus- 
catine, Iowa, January 1st, 1SU7. Ajred 4h years, !> months and Pi days. 

In his twentieth year he was converted and joined the M. E. Church, in C.arroll Co., Oliio, demon- 
strating tlie sustaining grace of God and the comforting influence of tlie Holy Spirit, until the close of 
life. 

In 1^54 he removed from Eastern Ohio to Iowa, where he was called to the active work of the minis- 
try. He was received on trial in the Iowa Conference, at the session held in .Mt. Pleasant, Sept. 8(»th, 
ISlli ; was received into full connection at the Conference held in Fairfleld, Sept. Ihth, 1s,)8; and was 
or.lained Deacon by Bishoj) Morris, on Sabbath^ Sept. Pith. At Oskaloosa, on Sabbath, Sept. 2nd, 
IsiiO, he was ordained Elder by Bishoji Janes. 

His appointments, as shown by the minutes, have been — 1S56, Denmark ; ls57-S, Crawfordsville ; 
lV)9-«n, Drakeville; 18(51, Unionville; 18:52, Centerville; ISail, Hamilton; ISlVl, Bethel; l^)oA, Ko.sta; 
ISiiti, Muscatine Circuit. 

As a preacher he xyas eminently practical, seeking not his own but the Father’s glory, and the in- 
struction and salvation of his auditors. He was retiring in his feelings and manners to a fault ; meek- 
ness of spirit was a characteristic of his nature. As a student he was laborious ; and, notxvitlistanding 
his tjuitt and shrinking dl.spusitivin, at times in the presentation of truth, he became so imbued with the 
spirit of his .Master as to arouse the most careless. His love for the Church was of that noble charact er 
that waned not under adversity ; he was a zeiilous defender of truth, an aifectionate and faitiiful pas- 
tor. in his pulpit labors clear and earnest and convincing in his deductions. 

At the last session of our Conference he was in bis jdace, buoyant in sjiirit, and received his aiijioint- 
inent with the jirospect of a year of great prosperity. He was permitted only to reach his field of labor, 
when attacked by Typho-Malarial fever, which rapidly developed a jiredisposition to consumption, 
which soon completed the xvork. 

It was my jirivil-ge to visit him frequently during his affliction ; he was always calm and trustful. 
IVhvn first attacked he expressed a strong desire to recover that lie might continue to labor for soi’L.s, 
and care for his family ; but as he approached the stream, he looked with pleasurable emotions upon 
the other side. 

One week before ids deatli be s mt for me. On reaching his bed-.side, I found tliat the silver cord was 
fast being loosed ; but as he gave instruction with reference to his temporal interests, there was calm- 
ness, that saiil : “The Lord is my Shejiherd ; I shall not want ! He maketh me to lie down in green 
pastures; He leadetli me beside still waters. He restori-th my soul; He lead.,th me in the paths of 
nghtiousnes.'i for His name’s sake. Yea, though I walk through the valley of the shadow of death, I 
will fear no evil ; for Thou art with me, Thy rod and Thy stiff they comfort me.’’ 

-\ll tilings iiertaining to tiiis life being adjusted, we enjoyed a season of prayer, in which he engaged 
xvitii utiusual fervency, la answer to the iii<{uiry if lie bad a mess- g • to Ins brethren of the Iowa Con- 
terence, he saiil : “Yes. Tell them that I can look back upon my ten years’ association with them 
W;thout a single regret. Never liave 1 cherish. d an unklnJ tlionglit toward a member of ths Confer- 
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ence ; and I thank them for their kindness and sympathy. Tell them I am now ready to be offered 
up. My work is done 1 Can I say well done? Yes. God knows I have desired so to do His will. 
Oh ! thcfricheS of His grace ! He is my Comforter ; I shall fear no evil. ” How true — 

“The chamber where the good man meets his fate 
Is privileged beyond the common walk 
Of virtuous life, quite on the verge of heaven ! 

Heaven waits not the last moment, owns its friends 
On this side death, and points them out to men — 

A lecture silent but of sovereign power. 

To vice confusion, and to virtue peace.” 

He continued in the enjoyment of this heavenly guest, till the afternoon of the 1st of January, 1867, 
when befell asleep in Jesus, without a struggle or a groan.

Ill, Report of Secretary of Trustees of 1, W'. University, 

De.\k Fathers and Brethren : It is wdth deepest gratitudet so Almighty God, 
that 1 present you my thirteenth annual report. The past year has been one of 
peace and prosperity ; and, as will appear, one of great success in accumulating 
Endowunent and placing the University on a secure basis. 

About a year ago Rev. C. A. Holmes, D. D., was elected President of the Uni- 
versity ; his venerable predecessor. Rev. C. Elliott, D. D., having, in consequence 
of rapidly declining health, resigned. Dr. Holmes accepted the position, and, in 
March, 1*867, removed his family to Mt. Pleasant, and entered upon the duties of 
ihis office. Under his wise and prudent management, all the interests of the Uni- 
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verslty are steadily advancing, and its friends are looking with confidence to the' 
day as not far distant when an Endowment shall be funded sufficient to meet all 
demands, and place it among the leading institutions of the nation. 

It is due to the entire faculty to say that they have labored with most commend- 
{jble zeal and success, as well for the moral as for the intellectual culture of the 
students ; and they have sown the seed that will doubtless result in a rich and glo- 
rious harvest. 

The students have been classified as follows : Seniors 6, Juniors 6, Sophomores 
25, Freshmen 28, Scientific 36, Preparatory 136, Other DepartmeiitB 65 ; Total 302. 

The degrees conferred have been as follows: A. B., 7; A. M., (in Course,) 7 — 
(honorary) 1; B. S., 2; M. S., 1. 

BOARD OF TRUSTEES : 

At the regular meeting of the Board, June 14, 1867, a Coiimiittee, previously 
appointed, submitted a series of By-Laws, which had evidently been very carefully 
prepared, and which, after careful examination, were adopted. The Board in- 
structed the Executive Committee to organize a primary department and procure 
a teacher for the sample, should they deem it necessary. They also requested them 
to consider the propriety of opening a Commercial Department. A Committee 
was appointed to procure, if possible, through State patronage, an Endowment 
for a Konnal Department. A Committee w as also appointed to devise and report 
a plan of further Endowment. 

The Board asked the appointment of Rev. I. A. Bradrick as College Agent,. 

The Committee on buildings and grounds reported these in good condition and 
well kept, especially the part occupied by Prof. Burns. President Holmes is tak- 
ing steps to have the Library and Museum put in better condition than before.

VII, Plan for the ^pport of Pisabled Ministers^ etc. 

Whereas, The subject of providing for the support and comfort of the superan- 
nuated ministers, their wives, widows and orphans, lias long been, and stilf is a 
question of much interest to the M. E. Church; and, Whereas, it is conceded that 
such provision is but simple justice to this worthy class of our ministry, and that the 
want of some reasonable and reliable promise has deterred many able men from 
entering the itinerant ministry, and has compelled others to leave the work, while 
still others, who have been broken down at their post, have been subjected ti 
great inconvenience and even suffering : And Whereas, the measures heretofore 
adopted — such as, the Chartered Fund, dividend from the Book Concern, and 
Preachers’ Aid Societies, in different forms — have rendered but a partial relief ; 
nevertheless, the importance of the subject requires continued effort in the adop- 
tion of the most feasible plans, and perseverance in their prosecution, unt ilthe no- 
ble end therein proposed is attained ; Therefore resolved, 1. By the Iowa Annu- 
al Conference of the 31. E. Church, that we approve of, and will earnestly recom- 
mend to all the circuits and stations within the Conference, the following plan for 
raising a permanent fund for the above named object : viz — 

Section I. Art. 1. That each charge in this Conference procure a Twn-for- 
feUaUe Endovmient Assurance pdicy for its minister, or some other person who may 
be selected, for at least $1,000, payable at the decease of the insured, or at the end 
of ten years. 

Art. 2. That each quarterly Conference that adopts this plan shall appoint an 
agent to obtain such policy for their circuit or station, who, with the advice 
and co-operation of the Conference, shall devise ways and means to pay the annu- 
al premium. 

Art. 3. Each presiding-elder shall bring this plan before the Quarterly Con- 
ferences in his District, and, together with the preachers, explain it to the Confer- 
ences, and use their influence and efforts to procure its adoption and success in 
each charge in the District. 

Art. 4. Any minister and member of the Annual Conference who shall refuse, 
or foil to sustain this plan by his influence and efforts shall not be a beneficiar}'^ of 
its funds. 

Sec. II. Art. 1. The means raised under the provision of this plan shall not ac- 
crue to the person or individuals insured, or to their legal representatives after their 
death, but shall constitute an aggregate and perpetual fund, to be invested and 
faithfully administered, the proceeds only to be applied to the benefit of the super- 
annuated preachers, their wives and orphans of the Iowa Annual Conference, un- 
der the direction of said Conference. 

Art. 2. This fund shall be settled on a corporate body of two trustees (one min- 
ister and one layman) from each presiding-elder’s district of this Conference. The 
trustees shall safely invest and taithfully administer this trust, and shall report reg- 
iffarly to the Iowa Conference, at its annual sessions, the precise state of the fund, 
and shall hold the proceeds thereof subject to the order of the Conference. 

Art. 3. The Conference shall designate the beneficiaries and the amount or 
sum each shall receive of the proceeds of this fund annually : Provided, that 
should there be a surplus of the proceeds, after paying the Conference orders, such 

surplus shall be added to the capital stock, until the investment amounts to 

sum. 

Art. 4. Then, should there be a surplus after the orders of the Conference are 
paid, instead of adding it to the capital stock, it may be applied to educational 
purposes within the bounds of the Iowa Conference. 

Sec. III. In order to test and put this plan into operation. 1. The 
Conference may appoint a central agent, who shall be a medium of communica- 
tion between the presiding-elders and ministers on this subject. 
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t. Th'i prasiiing-elders shall, the 82 cond rouii'l on their districts after Con- 
ference, submit this plan to the Quarterly Conferences conditionally : that when 
a majority of the circuits and stations in the Conference shall have adopted it, 
then it shall be carried into effect with as little delay as possible. 

S. Each Quarterly Conference that adopts it shall, at the same time, ap- 
point the agent already provided for, who, as soon as the requisite number of 
charges have approved it, shall proceed to put it into operation in his circuit or 
station. 

4, The presiding-elders shall report at the close of the second round on 
their districts to the central agent, the number of charges that have adopted the 
plan ; and from their reports the agent shall inform the presiding-elders whether 
a majority of the charges have adopted it ; and if they have not he shall ur^e the 
continuance of the eftbrts with the Quarterly Conferences and people until it is 
carried into successful operation.

X. Report on the State of the Church, 

We, as a Church, have great reason to thank God for a success uuparallelled in 
the history of Ecclesiastical bodies. This success is owing to the purity of our 
doctrines and the adaptation of our economy to the dissemination of the Gospel 
among the masses, and the effect of experimental religion in the hearts and lives 
of its members. 

The time was when to be a Methodist was equivalent to being despised and 
shunned, but to-day the Church is a power to be courted by the world. Our dan- 
ger is, therefore, from an increasing popularity. The persistency with which the 
sanction is demanded for the various popular amusements of the day, shows but 
too plainly, that many are trying to “steal the livery of heaven to serve the devil 
in.” Games of chance, dancing, dancing schools, theaters, circuses and the like, 
together with Sabbath-breaking, are being attended and indulged in. 

' In vieyr of these facts we recommend the following resolutions for your adoption; 

Resolved, 1. That no Methodist should countenance by his presence, or in 
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4in7 other way, such diversions as caauot be taken in the name of the Lord Jesus. 

liesolved, 2. That we consider visiting on the Sabbath, except for religious^ 
merciful or necessary purposes, as much a violation of the day, as the engaging in 
secular employments, and that we require our members to abstain from all busi- 
ness that will lead to desecration of the Sabbath. 



A'J, State of the Country* 

We hold it to be a fact that governments are ordained of God, and that the 
great moral safeguard of the people is the Church. Sins committed, whether of a 
national or individual character, are objects of God’s indignation, and will be 
punished, if not pardoned. We are no political partizans, yet in a Republic like 
ours, destined to be the embodiment of all that is great, and noble and just in the 
progre.csive ideas of this century, we sliould speak. The interests of our h«oiy reli- 
gion demand that Christians see that none but good moral men — men that fear 
God and work righteousness — are elected to places of national trust, remembering 
that when the wicked bear rule the people mourn. 

The vindicating and carrying out just laws is the duty of every Christian pat- 
riot, and the Minister of the Gospel, who, through fear from any source, closes his 
mouth from speaking against the great moral wrongs of the day, whether grow- 
ing out of politics or any other source, is unworthy the confideu'ce of the people 
whom he serves. Great principles are involved — principles intolving the fate of 
millions and the destiny of this government 

Therefore, Resolved, 1. That it is the duty of every Christian man to use his 
influence so as to secure the nomination of only good men to office. 

2. That the nation owes a debt of gratitude it can never repay to those noble 
men in Congress and in the Military Departments, who have so firmly adhered to 
the principles of loyalty and justice, and maintained the Government intact 
against rebel foes and a demoralized administration. 

3. That the time has fully come, when impartial suffrage and equal represen- 
tation should be extended to all, as the only sure method of securing peace and 
safety to the whole country. 

4. That the loyal men of the South, whether black or white, deserve the pro- 
tection of the Government and sympathy of all patriots. 

5. That as the sanctity of the Christian Sabbath has been invaded, and in some 
places has become a political issue; that we hold that the religious observance of 
the day is one of the great moral obligations of God, binding upon all men. 

6. That we will support no man for office who is addicted to intemperance or 
profanity, or who does not sustain a good moral character.
